The New Hampshire Fish and

Non-residents who have a valid 
New Hampshire hunting license 
may purchase the special archery 
license for $4.00. Nonresidents 
who do not wish to buy the reg¬ 
ular hunting license for $25.25 
may obtain the archery license 
for $10.00, which permits them to 
hunt only during the pre-season 
periods. Hunters with the regular 
hunting license may use a bow 
and arrow during the fireams 
season—Nov. 10 through Dec. 4— 
without purchasing an archery li¬ 
cense.
